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To complete this task wil l require heavy rel lance on the u|.e^of 
airlift. This will add about $65M to the $1B cost of, the material 
delivered. As- I indicated to Henry. Kissinger in ah earlier memorandum, 
we will require your strong support to get Congress to increase the 
MASF ceiling for South Vietnam to cover this increased assistance and 
to recoup the costs now being absorbed by: the. Services. '

The State Department is in the process of contacting the Republic 
of China and Tran jto ask them to make 126 F5A's available for transfer 
to South Vietnam? - In this regard, it may be necessary to use some ROC 
pilots to ferry F5A's to South VietnanfTf sufficient US pilots are* not 
available. State is also seeking permission from the'ROK Government 
to turn over four brigades of ROK equipment to the RVNAF,' and is seek- 
ing the assistance of the Japanese Government to expedite the movement 
of tanks from /Japan toySouth Vietnam. 
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Our schedule is ^extremely ; tight. We are devoting- al 1 available 
resources to the taskil&lt will be a close race to meet the November 1 
deadline. If anyth ing^can be done to relax the time constraints it 
-would be most helpful .-Ay In the meantime, you can be confident that we 
are doing everything possible to carry out your orders.
